The new Columbia film bares 
new and compelling resources as 
an actress in Kim Novak who 
stunningly realizes on the screen 
Chayefsky’s portrait of a girl in- 
volved with an older man. A su- 
perb actor who has twice cap- 
tured Academy Award honors, 
March is magnificent as her em- 
ployer, a man who tires of watch- 
ing his life ebb away in meaning- 
less routine. He eagerly snatches 
at the chance of love with a beau- 
tiful girl, with all the desperation 
of a man who realizes that to 
love is to live.
